DAY HEARD 


American Peace Commission 


Makes Report to Cabinet, 


It is Not Yet Known What Spain 


Will Do With the Amer- 


ican Ofier. 


CORBETT FAVORITE.

American Peace Commissioner Re- 


port* to Cabinet Today. 


Washington, Nov. 22—At the cabinet 


meeting today a brief telegram from 
Paris was read from President Day of 
the peace commission. It was sub- 
stantially in accord with the news- 
paper reports of yesterday's proceed- 
ings in the peace commissions, al- 
though no reference was made to any 
excitement attending the meeting or 
any open disagreement. 


It was stated that the next meeting 


would be tomorrow. The cabinet dis- 
cussed the matter and it was the judg- 
ment of the members that there would 
be at least one meeting after tomorrow 
even if the Spaniards conclude to re- 
ject the American proposals. 


Paris, Nov. 22—The Spanish peace 


commissioners last night telegraphed 
to Madrid the substance of the United 
States memorandum yesterday, and 
late in the evening were discussing it 
among themselves. 


The Spanish commissioner affirmed 


that he and his colleagues did not know 
what they would do regarding the 
American offer. 


There is a difference 
of opinion 


among unofficial people near the com- 
missions, but the prediction is made 
that Spain will decline the American 
offer of money, that she -will refuse 
to cede the Philippines and will say 
to the United States: 


"You may take the archipelago be- 


cause you have power to do so. As 
you advance we will retire protesting 
against your greedy aggression. 


"We will faithfully carry out our 


protocol pledges and leave Cuba and 
Porto Rico in your hands. You came 
here to engage in discussion under the 
terms of the protocol, but you evi- 
dently meant when drawing up that 
document to provide a conference in 
which you proposed to announce at 
the proper time what you will do, 
whether we agree to it or object. 


"Such an attitude robs the confer- 


ence of its negotiative character and 
sets up the United States as a dominant 
power whos\ first purpose is to listen 
but whose ultimate determination la 
to do its own will."

made their final proposition here. When

OPERATIVES WALK 
OUT. 


Three Thousand Kefn»ed to Submit to 


Reduction In Wages. 


Augusta, Ga., Nov. 22.—After threat- 


ening for some days, the local mill 
trouble culminated in an individual 
walk-out yesterday. Over 3000 employes 
are idle, three of the larger and one of 
the smaller mills being included in the 
trouble. They are the King mill, 80,000 
spindles and 1085 hands; Sibley, with 900 
hands and 40.256 spindles; Enterprise, 
33,000 spindles and 900 hands; Isetta, 3653 
Spindles and 105 hands. 


The affair is styled "an individual 


walk-out," while it is in reality a strike. 
The troubls b«ga.n about a month ago, 
when the Southern Manufacturers' as- 
sociation announced that, in order to 
meet competition, it was necessary to 
make a red,uctidi) of from 8 to 13 percent 
In all branches of the industry. When 
the scale of reduoUon was posted, it was 
found that it started in some cases be- 
low the second hands, none above being 
cut. Straight away the operatives be- 
gan organization under the direction of 
the local representatives of the Federa- 
tion of^aB*r. Saturday the merchants 
of theSfcHjr. wtith but two exceptions, 
presented Ip" dh'arles Estes, president of 
the association, a petition asking that no 
present reductiop,ba made, as it would 
precipitate a strike. . 


The walk-out £tarte3 Jjp the weaving 


department of the Sibley, operatives 
from the King Joining. The strikers then 
went over to the Enterprise and were 
joined by the worker* there. 


A mass meeting was held yesterday 


afternoon, the speeches being made by 
several operatives and Patrick Walsh, 
mayor of the city. Upon his suggestion 
a committee was appointed to wait upon 
the mill owners to see if the matter 
could be adjusted. Their conference will 
take place today. Meanwhile there is 
firm determination on both sides. There 
hns bppn no iHnturhnncp. thourh the fac- 
tory district is a perfect hive of meet* 
Ings. 


Som« time ago announcement was 


made by the Southern Manufacturers' 
association of a reduction in wages in the 
Augusta mills of from 8 to 18 percent. 
The operatives held meetings and took 
steps to organise, with a view to con- 
testing the position taken by the mill 
owners. One or more representatives of 
eastern labor unions appeared to advise 
and encourage the mill hands in resist- 
ing the proposed reduction. The help 
presented a petition to the Manufactur- 
ers' association setting forth their ob- 
jections to the cut.' 


President Cliarjw Efetcs of the associa- 


tion recently said that the Augusta mills 
were paying higher wages than those 
paid elsewhere Tn the south, and that 
the 
cotton 
business generally has 


dropped to such a low level of prices tjiat 
it U impossible for them to continue the

•was asphyxiated by illuminating gas, 
which was turned on in his room. 
Frederick Morgan, a music hall singer, 
who slept in another bed in the room, 
was unconscious when found, but re- 
covered. It is believed the gas was 
turned on accidently. 


Kerschner vvas not a local man, ai- 


tlfough he had worked here. He came 
to this city from Newark, N. J., about 
the middle of October, and although a 
harness maker by trade, he went to 
work in F. J. Barber's factory seu ing 
dress suit cases. He left the factory 
November 1, and is believed to have 
left the city soon after. 


While here he boarded with a Ger- 


man family on Walnut street, but they 
knew little of his affairs. 
He was 


about 40 years old, and had no relatives 
here. It was not known by his fellow 
workmen at the factory whether he 
had a family or not. 


During his short stay here he re- 


ceived sei eral letters, 
which are 


thought to have come from New York 
city. He was quiet in his habits, and 
while he was not here long enough to 
make many friends, he was well liked 
by those of his associates who came 
to know him best. 


He was unable to speak English 


very fluently, and it was only among 
the Germans that he was known.

One of 
the most dense fogs in many y«ars. how- 
ever, suv-eloped London on Thursday 
last, greatly Impeding railroad and street 
traffic. The quaint spectacle of pedes- 
trians feeling: their way wih flaming 
torches at noon was sen in the London 
streets, where a number of accidents 
occurred. 


Queen Victoria will shortly hold an 


lovesture at Windsor castle and •will pre- 
sent the Soudan decorations. She will 
personally invest General Lord Kitchen- 
er at Khartoum with the grand cross of 
tbe bath. 


The queen of the Belgians has Issued 


a rescript to her slater queens and elm- 
presses asking them to form an alliance 
for th* purpose of helping the lace- 
makers of Europe, She. has appealed to 
them to f or»wear wearing imitation lace 
and te "bind themselves to w*ar only 
handmade lace, pointing out that the 
machine-made fabric threatens the ex- 
tinction of artistic, hand-worked lace. 
The <juee«x'» appeal met with a ready re- 
sponse and tfhe queenly alliance has al- 
ready become a fact.' 


Intenee interest has been aroused by 


the Puritanical decteion of the licensing 
committee of the London county council 
te refuse liceneea to halls -where Sunday 
concerts are given for profit. This will 
practically mean the abolition of Sun- 
day concerts, which have brightened 
the London Sunday for the pant few 
years, and which even th«ir opponents 
{admit always consist of the highest 
class of music. The newspapers are 
unanimous ia denouncing the decision 
and demand that tha London county 
council refuse to ratify it. The quaen 
gives « snub to the opponents of Sun- 
flay music by having the Guards' band 
play OB the terrace at Windsor castle ev- 
ery Sunday attwiwon while sbs resides 
there. 
«t 
There is seme comment on. the fact 


that Colonel MacDonald, who, seme peo- 
ple claim, saved the battle of Omdur- 
man by bis promptness and skill in re- 
pulsing a dervish onslaught which Gen- 
eral Kitchenar overlooked, was not in- 
cluded among' those who have received 
Soudan decorations, although he has 
been p: omoted to be an aide de camp of 
the queen. This ia a high distinction and 
is considered In some quarters to be a 
peculiarly appropriate recognition oif 
one who rose from the ranks. 


Colonel MacDonald, who has served 


through seven campaigns, was a bare- 
footed lad when he enlisted. He served 
10 years in the ranks and won a commis- 
sion in the Gordon Highlanders by his 
splendid conduct during General Lord 
Roberts' Afghan campaign. He was one 
of the officer* who survived the Majuba 
hill dlaarter of the Boer war; but he 
was taken prisoner by the Boers, who 
returned him hl» ewordi, which had been 
presented to him by the men of his com- 
pany when he won his commission, say* 
ing that a man who had earned such a 
•word should not be separated from It. 


The Duke of Westminster has written 


a letter in which he says: "After what 
has b«en said and recorded In blue books 
about the misdeeds of the sultan and his 
pomplicity in the murd&r of 100,000 of his 
subjects, I feel that Emperor William's 
acceptance of the hospitality of a mon- 
arch who by a series of unparalleled 
orimes has placed himself outside the 
pale of civilization must be deeply re- 
grettied and deplored." 


This letter elicited a vehement attack 


on the Duke of Westminster in William 
Waldorf Astor-s Pall Mall Gazette. It is 
kno-wn that Mr. Aator and the dv\e are 
the reverse of friends, owing to a squab- 
ble over the possession of the famous 
visitors' book and other personal arti- 
cles which Mr. Astor insisted were com- 
prised in the purchase of Cliveden.

WARNING TO VOTERS

Upon Caucuses. 


The attention of the voters 


ot North Adams is called to 
the following section of Chap- 
ter 548 of the Acts ot 1898, 
entitled "Provisions Apply- 
ing to all Caucuses of Political 
Parties:" 


Section 91. Notices for caucuses shall 
apply to all members of the political 
party calling: them and to them only. 
No person having voted In the caucus 
of one political party shall be entitled 
to vote or take part In the caucus of 
another political party within the en- 
suing tw^'vp mon.iis. No registered 
voter shall be prevented from voting 
or participating: In any caucus If he 
takes the following oath which shall 
be administered to him by the pre- 
siding officer of -ae caucus: 


Tou do solemnly swear (or affirm) 


that you are a registered voter In this 
ward (or town) and have the legal 
right to vote in this caucus; that you 
are a member of the political party 
holding the same, and intend to vote 
for its candidates at the polls at the 
election next ei/suing; and that you 
have not taken part or voted in the 
caucus of any other political party for 
twelve months last past. 


Such voter may be challenged lilce 


any other voter. 
Any person whose 


right to vote is challenged for any 
cause recognized by law shall not be 
permitted to vote until he has taken 
the foregoing oath; and the clerk or 
secretary of the caucus shall make a 
record of the administration of said 
oath to every person who takes the 
same, 
which 
record 
shall 
state 


whether or not said person voted. Said 
record shall be returned with the pro- 
ceedings of said caucus and shall be 
prima facie evidence In any court that 
such person took said oath and voted 
in said caucus. 


The provisions of the above 


act will be rigidly and strictly 
enforced by this committee.

Former Tax Collector Charged With 


Embezzlement of $115,000. 


Did Not Secure Bail, So Spent 


Right In a Cell. 


Has Iten Fres to Csmt and Go Whllt Books 


Were Being Examined. 


Holyok*. Mass., Nor. 22.—The sensa- 


tional charges againat James C. Keough, 
former tax collector of this city, reached 
their climax last night la his arrest on 
the charge of embezzlement. The euro 
named is $115,000. Keouffh wan arrested 
while eating supper and was taken to th« 
police station and locked In a c«Jl, where 
be now is. Effort* to secure- ball have 
be*n fruitless so far. 


The warrants were sworn out by City 


Marshal Ed'ward Gorman, under direc- 
tion of City Solicitor C. T. Callahan and 
Clerk Tierney of the police court, there 
being; three separate charges—embezzle- 
ment of $15,000 of moneys collected by 
Keough for the city in 1895, and the em- 
bezzlement or 250,000 each for the years 
1896 and 
1SS7. 


As soon us Marshal Gorman received 
th* warrant at 4:30 o'clock, he eent De- 
tective Lynch to this city, to watch the 
trains leavirgr for New York. He him- 
sett visited ihe place* of business in 
which Keoush was interested, and, not 
finding him at either of them, decided to 
go to the house. Meantime, as it was 
later teamed. Lynch and Keough had 
passed each other on the road to the 
city. 


Keough was satins supper when the 


marshal arrived, and was allowed to fin- 
ish his meal before going to the city 
ball. He walked down from the High- 
lands, and after buying: a clgrar arrived 
at the police station at 
7: SO o'clock. 


Keougrh would talk but llttlt an* would 
mot admit any guilt. 


When Captain Peters ltd him to the 


detention room he showed traces of emo- 
tion, the first observed since he has bean 
under suspicion. Friends called, on him 
during the evening and night and a 
careful watch was kept over him to see 
that ht did no violence to himself. It is 
not thought that he will be ab!« to se- 
cure bonds, although an effort was made 
to get them last night. 


T. J. Flanagan of the bondsmen visited 


K«ough at the police station after his 
arrest and held a bri*f interview with 
him. Mr, Flanagan, who is one of the 
bondsmen, stated, that the bondsmen 
would hold a meating and probably take 
some action on th* matter, though what 
form it would take he was unable to state. 


He felt sorry for Keough and his fam- 


ily, but the feeling that Keough had mis- 
represented matter* to himself and the 
other bondsmen made a difference. There 
would be no effort on the part of the 
bondsmen or other men Interested, so 
far as he knew, to ball Keough out: In 
fact, until a preliminary hearing had 
been held, and the ball fixed, he under- 
stood that it would be Impossible to do 
anything. 


In the first report of B. M. Estes, the 


first expert engaged in the case, he re- 
ported that there were "erasures" to the 
extent of (118,000 on the books. These 
were erasures of money that had ap- 
parently been received. 


Meanwhile, for two months, Keough 


hae been going and coming from th« city 
at his own will, continually saying, "It's 
all right" to those who asked him about 
it. 


About three weeks ago the bondsmen 


Of Keough. and Keough as principal, 
were attached for $176,000 by three writs, 
and yesterday the final notices were 
served on them by the deputy sheriff. 
The writs were returnable the first Mon- 
day in December, and the city will then 
begin its suit against James C. Keough 
as principal and the bondsmen as sure- 
ties. 


The criminal action has been deferred 


until the city solicitor could secure what 
he considered satisfactory evidence of 
fraud, and, though there has been com- 
plaint on the part of those who wished to 
have Keough immediately apprehended, 
the aldermanic committee has sustained 
the city solicitor In this matter. 


The arrest of Keough was discussed at 


the meeting of the aldertnanic committee 
In the city hall yesterday. The city so- 
licitor maintained that since the matter 
was In the hands of the law department 
the reports of the experts must be made 
to him alone. He aleo stfcied that noth- 
ing could be done until the experts had 
reported mo-re fully. This th0.. wemtu 
to have done, and the arrest followed as 
a matter of course.

How Is leather work accomplished' 


So simply that the veriest amateur ma; 
essay It. The leather, with a desigi 
traced on paper laid on its upper sur,, 
face, is affixed by drawing pins to i 
wooden board. The design is then in 
dented by passing a tool not unlike i 
knitting needle over the whole of thi 
tracing or cutting it in with a short 
sharp knife. Next the leather Is re 
moved from the board and sponget 
with a damp sponge on the reverse sldi 
of the leather. The pattern is thei 
raised or embossed from tho back bj 
judicious scraping and' pressure an< 
finally modeled and softened down 01 
the front by laying the leather on a 
vlab of slate, glass or marble and work 
' ng tools over the face of the leather 
The embossed surface can fefe' Ml«(I a' 
she back before modeling, if the relia; 
Is to be high, by using wax or a mix.

The active supporters of Mr. Parker's 


candidacy for mayor express warm 
disapproval of the item in yesterday's 
issue saying that attention had been 
called to the fact uiat a number of the 
circulars which had been sent out un- 
signed, except by the name of a com- 
mittee, were believed by some to be 
illegal. This belief was based on a 
section of the election law which places 
a penalty on the issuing of attacks on 
a candidate without the name and ad- 
dress of the author or two officers of 
the organization which backed them. 


It was said by one Parker worker 


that the law did not cover the form of 
documents which had been sent out in 
Mr. Parker's interests. Then it was 
claimed that the Parker documents 
had not attacked any candidate. On 
this latter point the readers of the 
campaign literature can judge for 
themselves. On the first point, that 
the law did not cover the form of 
literature sent out, local lawyers have 
expressed opinions on botn sides. 


In justice to yesterday's item, and 


also that a somewhat unfamiliar sec- 
tion of the law may be brought to pub- 
lic attention, the section in question is 
given here. It is section 394 of the 
Election Act, codification of 1S98, and is 
as follows: 


Whoever intentionally writes, prints, 


posts, or distributes, or causes to be 
written, printed, posted, or distributed, 
a circular or poster which is designed 
or tends to injure or defeat any can- 
didate for nomination or. election to 
any public office, by criticizing his per- 
sonal character or political action, un- 
less there appeal's upon such circular 
or poster In a conspicuous place either 
the names of the chairman and sec- 
retary, or of two officers of the poli- 
tical or other organization issuing the 
same, or of some, voter who is respon- 
sible therefore, with his name and resi- 
dence, and the street and number 
thereof, If any, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in jail not exceeding six 
mdnths.
